1. Claims 1-4, 5-14 and 16-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
applicant's remarks filed 10/01/2009, the primary reasons for allowance is the inclusion 
of the following limitations in each independent claim directed towards reliably 
discovering devices and services with ad-hoc and server-based operation: 

in a detected presence of any discovery server by said device, said device 
switching to a server-based discovery mode of operation in which said device 
operates by: 

suppressing by said device when operating as the discovery client of its 
multicast operation and conducting discovery of services of discovery responders 
by said device when operating as the discovery client directed to the detected 
discovery server; and 

continuing by said device when operating as one of the discovery 
responders to respond to multicast discovery only of said device's own services 
regardless of the presence or absence of the discovery server in the network 
environment." (as from claim 1 .similar limitations in each independent claim) 

This subject matter, when considering the claim as a whole, is not found in the prior art 

nor is it obvious in view of the prior art.
